GREAT VOLUNTEER ARMY 


~FOR THE UNITED STATES 


Gen. Wood Says Material Is 
Here-fer Force of 1,250,000. 
Chief Need Is Officers. 


Plattsburg, N. Y., August 14.—The 
United States has plenty of material 
for a volunteer army of 1,250,000, and 
Sa that is needed is a plan for utiliz- 
ing it, Major General Leonard Wood 
said here today in a statement on the 
nation’s preparedness for war. The 
chief need, he said, was officers. He 
advocated training college students in 
their junior and senior years along the 
same lines as now are being used at 
the military camp of instruction here. 

General Wood said the country has 
three sources from which to draw of- 
ficers from private life. First of these, 
he assérted, were men who had been in 
Second, 
he would obtain officers from a list of 
men kept by the war department and 
would have qualified by examinations. 
The third source would be from mili- 
tary schools or institutions in’ which 
some military training is given. 

For -an army of 1,250,000, General 
Wood said, the nation would need 40,- 
000 oficers. From these, 1,500 should 
be chosen each year for special grades 
of the service. These men, eventually, 
he would have become the higher grade 
of officrs for volunteers, 

Referring to military service Gen- 
eral Wood said: 

“No one has a right to.consider his 
discharge of duty as a soldier volun- 
tary. This,duty is an obligation that 
is binding upon all who are mentally 
and physically fit, and within certain 
age limits. A man has no more right 
to speak of volunteering to discharge 
his duties to the nation as a soldier 
than he has to talk of volunteering to 
obey any moral law or pay his just 
debts.” 

General Wood also took a strong 
stand against waiting until time of war 
to organize a volunteer army. He safd 
such a plan would be about as effect- 
ive aS waiting until a fire broke ott 
to organize a volunteer fire company. 
Soldiers enlisted at such time, he said, 


would not know what was expected of 
them.

' Berlin, August 14.—(Via WLondon.)—~ 
The forces of Field Marshal von Mack- 
ensen pursuing the retreating Rus- 
sians from the south have reached the 
line of the high rvad leading froni 
Radzyn to Dawidy and Vliadova, it was 
officially announced by German army 
headquarters today.

“In the Argonne new progress was 
made by our troops near Martinswerk. 
The number of prisoners in this region 
has been increased by four officers and 
240 men. 

“In the eastern theater: 

“North of the Niemen river, in the 
region of Allesow, Kubiski, Weschinty 
and Kowarsz new engagements de- 
veloped. . 

“Before Kovno our attacking troops 
captured the fortified forest of Domino 
Kanka. We took 350 prisoners. 

“Between the Narew and the Bug 
rivers our armies: reached during a 
sharp pursuit the Slina and Murzew 
sections, where our opponents’ had 
made a new stand. 

“North of Novogeorgievsk a strong 
outpost position was taken by storm. 
Nine officers and 1,800 men and four 
machine guns fell into our hands. 

“Prince Leopold of Bavaria’s troops 
are approachin the Bug river also, 
northeast of Sokolow. 

“To the east of*the Losyco-Misdzyrzec 
line the enemy attempted to stop our 
advance by stubborn counter attacks. 
All the attacks were repulsed. 

“Field Marshal von Mackensen de- 
feated the enemy in battles on August 
10 and August 11. Our opponents did 
not find sufficient strength yesterday 
to resist the advancing Teutonic allied 
troops longer. Our armies reached dur- 
ing the pursuit the high road of 
Radzyn-Dawidy-Vladova.”

BONDS FOR GRADY. 
FAVORED BY LABOR 


The Atlanta Federation of 
Trades Goes on Record as 
Indorsing Issue of $375,000 
for Improvements. 


The probe-report of conditions exist- 
ing at Grady hospital, rendered to the 
Atlanta Federation of Trades by acom- 
mittee of five laber leaders, headed by 
Louie P. Marquardt, president of the 
Georgia State Federation of Labor, 
which has “just been adopted at a 
joint meeting of the Atlanta trades, 
points out the distressing conditions at 
Grady hospital, and recommends that 
immediate steps be taken to provide 
relief for this institution. 

The investigators found the different 
wards overcrowded and taxed beyond 
their capacity, both white and colored 


wards alike. . 

From the hospital records furnished 
by Dr. Summerall, superintendent of 
the institution, it was found that the 
capacity of Grady was limited to 185, 
but that on July 29, the day of the in- 
kpection tour, there were 309 patients 
occupying beds in the hospital. It was 
learned that in many ambulances sick 
call patients are not brought to Grady, 
due to the crowded conditions and for 
fear that some one will call that needs 
care more.

We desire to thank Dr. Summerall’ for 
the courtesies shown us, and wish to say 
that he was painstaking in his desire to 
have your committee understand every im- 
portant feature of this splendid institution. 
To your committee, as we believe it would 
be to thousands of others in Atlanta, the 
visit to Grady hospital proved a revelation. 

We were ‘first shown the nurses’ lecture 
room. Here there meet three to four times 
a week as many as eighteen nurses for lec- 
tures which constitute a part of their train- 
ing. The board of trustees of the hos- 
pital also meet in this room. On the op- 
posite side of the hall is the dining room 
for the fifteen interns and seven other white 
employees. A room on this floor that was 
originally built for a_ sterilizing room is 
being used for a bedroom for the two am- 
bulance drivers. The crowded condition of 
the hospital makes this necessary. 

At the west end of the building on this 
floor a room intended for a ward is used 
for sleeping and living quarters for nurses. 
This room is 25x42 feet. and has in it 
twenty-two beds, all’ occupied. The nurses 
compelled to occupy these quarters have no 
privacy. Their leisure hours must be spent

pital this can not be relieved. 
There is only one elevator in the building, 
so this is used for all purposes, 


Taxed Beyond Capacity. 

From the first floor we went to the sec-. 
ond, going from ward to ward, finding them 
all taxed beyond their capacity, white and 
colored alike. There were from four to sev- 
en more beds in each ward than was orig- 
inally intended. In every case single rooms, 
that were built for one bed contained two, | 
and all were filled. Two rooms are set 
apart for the temporary insane. These 
should not contain more than one bed, but ' 
the demand upon the hospital forces the 
superintendent to put two of these sad and 
pitable women in one room. To do this 
requires constant vigilance and frequently } 
ponents are dismissed from the hospital , 

efore they should be, to give the room to, 
someone who perhaps needs it more. We 
found children with whooping cough and! 
typhoid fever in wards with adults. This 
is a bad condition, but with the crowded | 
condition of the hospital there is no other | 
way. The roof garden that was built with / 
the hope of having a place for the conva- | 
lescent patients to walk out into the sun- | 
shine and fresh air has been converted into ! 
a children’s ward. The porches that should | 
be for the use of convalescent patients were | 
also, of necessity, converted into regular | 
wards, At the present time there is no'| 
opportunity for a patient to walk out into} 
the open air which adds so much to restor-'| 
ing the sick to health, God’s fresh air and: 
sunshine, the greatest balm to human life, | 
is, On account of the crowded condition of 
Grady hospital, denied the patients of this 
institution. 

The X-ray machine and the hospital drug 
store are in the basement as is the large 
sterilizing room where all mattresses, blank- 
ets and bed linen are sterilized as soon as 
a patient leaves a bed if occupied ‘only for 
one hour. 

We went from the basement.of the new 
building around about and down a long cor- 
ridor in the old building, stopping long 
enough to have the needs of a kitchen and 
laundry made apparent. The laundry oc- 
cupies a very small space and with anti- 
quated machinery 1,500,000 pieces of linen 
are laundered a year. What would cost 
the hospital $30,000 a year to have done is 
being done on the ground for $3,100. In a 
kitchen that isn’t uch larger than the 
average dwelling hotse kitchen, five hun- 
dred people are fed a day. We were in 
the kitchen about two hours after meal 
time and it was still so uncomfortably hot 
that one would not wish to remain long. 
The*mystery is how they succeed in getting 
along at all and do so much with such 
small space, 

Most Uninviting Place. 

Upon leaving here by going to the end 
of the-corridor we reached the maternity 
ward. This ward is situated away off to 
one end of the old building and appeared to 
us to be the most uninviting place of the 
hospital. Although commodious, there is 
a feeling of desolation that was absent in 
other parts of the hospital. A room that 
should not have more than twelve beds fre- 
quently has over twenty. 

The colored maternity ward consists of 
a small room and one bed. 

It seems to us that if there is one place 
in all the world where the most wholesome 
and cheerful surroundings should prevail it 
is where the children of the coming gener- 
ation first see the light of day. But under 
the present crowded conditions of Grady 
hospital it is impossible to improve this. 

This part of the building is a veritable 
fire trap. We shudder to contemplate the 
consequences should a fire break out in this 
part of the building, and with the kitchen, 
laundry and boiler room located in close 
proximity the hazard of fire is by- no means 
minimized. 

On the fourth floor of the new building 
is located the much talked of pay wards 
of the hospital. There are twelve of these, 
one bed in each room. the evening 
your committee visited the hospital five of 
these wards were occupied by free patients. 


turn a patient away if there is a place to 
put him. According to Dr. Summerall half 
of these wards are on an average occupied 
by free patients. During the four years of 
the new hospital building, which cost the 
city $100,000, the hospital has returned to 
$40,000. 

floor is located the operating 
rooms, one small one and one large one. 
To the layman it seems that every equip- 
ment is provided. Adjoining the smaller 
operating room is a sterlizing room where 
all linen is sterlized after an operation. 


Bedside Teaching Defended. 


In the large operating room we had ex- 
plained the much discussed bedside teach- 
ing. This is a room. 20x20; on two sides 
is a rail 3% feet high. On one side of the 
room are seats built in rows one above the 
other that will seat sixteen people. When 
an operation is being perfermed the medi- 
cal students are permitted to occupy these 
seats and from a distance of about six feet 
view the operation. And this is done 
only with the consent of the patient. Doc- 
tors wishing to invite a friend of the pro- 
fession have the privilegwe to do so, but he, 
too, must occupy the seats mentioned above. 
We are convinced that all this talk of large 
classes standing around operating tables is 
false and is done to injure a well-conduct- 
ed and efficient institution. 

The colored wards were found to be the 
most crowded. This is on account of smaller 
space in proportion alloted to the colored 
population. Here were cots placed in an 
endless row along the corridor, We were 
surprised to learn that 60 per cent of the 
patients treated at the hospital are white. 

The nurses’ dormitory, as are other parts 
of the hospitai, is overcrowded. Here there 
are four beds in a room that was built 
for two; two beds where the room was 
built for one, and rooms that were intended 
for linen rooms converted into bedrooms. 
The nurses’ dormitory is different from the 
nurses’ quarters in the main building only 
to the extent of being located on the ground. 
No sitting room, no porches, no sewing 
room, no study room, no kind of room but 
bedrooms. e 

The hospital chief, a white man, can only 
be accommodated in living quarters over 
the stable. He occupies the second story 
of the barn with his wife and child. We 
were not in the dormitory of the colored 
nurses, but judging from the size of the 
building we imagine the twenty-two nurses 
are as crowded as the others. 

We have said nothing so far about the 
most important feature of the hospital serv- 
ice, that is the clinic. One hundred and 
fifty people are treated here on an average 
every day, white and black. In 1909 
5,200 were treated and in 1914 28,000 were 
treated at the clinic. These are called the 
walking patients. On account of the heavy 
demand upon this department Dr. Summer- 
all frankly admitted the patients did not 
receive the care and attention they should, 
but to do better under the present crowded 
condition is impossible. 


Great Number Treated. 


From the hospital records given us by Dr. 
Summerall we find the capacity of Grady 
tal to be one hundred and eighty- 
There were being cared for in the 
building on July 29 three hundred and nine, 
and in going back over the records we 
find that this same crowded condition ex- 
isted. In 1914 five thousand, one hundred 
and sixteen patients were treated in beds. 
In June, 1914, the ambulances made 622 
trips bringing in 372 patients. Due to the 
crowded condition of the hospital many pa- 
tients are not brought to the hospital for 
fear someone will .call that needs it more. 
In 1909 the ambulances made 1,800 trips; 
6,642 trips. 
reply to a question Dr. Summerall 
stated if the bond issue of $375,000 was 
passed, in his opinion, it should be used 
in the following way: 

A new building for white patients, part 
to be used for children and part for ma- 
ternity ward. 

Take away the present colored wards and 
rebuild with concrete building. 

Build nurses’ dormitory and use pres- 
ent dormitory for laundry. 

A new building for clinics. 

A maternity ward for colored. 

Increase the size of boiler room and add 
new Loilers; they now having only two 
100-horsepower boilers, and with thid equip- 
ment they heat an entire block of buildings, 
besides making their own lights and furnish- 
ing all necessary steam for other purposes, 

Let us add that it does not require an ex- 
pert to see the needs of these proposed im- 
provements. The $375,000 will provide only 
for the present; this is not building for the 
future. If it were possible to chahge the 
amount provided for Grady hospital in the 
bond issue we would beseech the city coun- 
cil to make it at least $500,000. We must 
not fail to recognize that Atlanta is grow- 


ing and Grady hospital needs are growing |. 


with it, 
Recommendations. 
Before closing this report we desire to 
make a few recommendations. 
“First. We recommend the indorsement 
of the Grady hospital bond issue of $375,000, 


“Second. We recommend the continuance 
of the pay wards not to exceed the present 
number. This will enable the hospital to 
pay back into the treasury of the city, 
within a few years, every dollar expend- 
ed. Our investigation —— this line 
brought the information that in Augusta, 
Ga., where recently a new municipal hos- 
pital was built, the city set half aside for 
pay. wards and the other half free wards. 
At Columbus, Ga., a recently erected hos- 
pital owned jointly by the city and county, 
half was set agpart for pay wards, the 
other half free wards. The State Tubercu- 
lar sanitarium at Alto, Ga, has two de- 
partments, one pay and one free. 

“Third. We recommend the continuance 
of the bed-side teaching, for the reason = 
that this provides to the patients of Grady | 
hospital the best service medical science |; 
can*provide. To eliminate this practice we | 
would be jeopardizing the health and lives, 
of the people we are endeavoring most to

250 Children in Homes. 

There are now in Georgia some 250 
children who are Kept from the cus- 
tody of their parents by order of chil- 
dren’s courts. These children are placed 
in the boys’ reformatory, at Milledge- 
ville; the Georgia Training School for 
Girls, in Fulton county; in the district 
agricultural schools and various de- 
nominational schools where their tui- 
tion is being paid by court officers; in 
various philanthropic institutions, as in 
the case of the Law children in the 
Home for the® Friendless, and in the 
custody of various individuals whom 
the courts may have deemed suitable 
persons to have charge of such chil- 
dren. 

It may be stated here that the de- 
cision of the supreme court: in the 
Baugh case will have no direct effect 
upon that case, since the boy in qyes- 
tion has been paroled since the pro- 
ceedings were instituted. 

The opinion in the Law case holds 
that children’s courts are established 
contrary to a clause of the constitu- 
tion which provides that courts of the 
same class or grade shall be invested 
with uniform powers. The clause is 
as follows: 

“The jurisdiction, powers, proceed- 
ings and practice of all courts or offi- 
cers invested with judicial powers (ex- 
cept city courts) of the same grade or 
class, so far as regulated by law and 
the force and the effect of the process, 
judgment and decree by such courts, 
severally, shall be uniform. This uni- 
formity shall be established by the 
general assembly.” 

Act Creating Courts. 

The act creating the children’s 
courts provides that they shall be 
branches of superior courts, and shall 
be established by recommendation of 
two successive grand juries. It is also 
provided that in the absence of a

JUDGE T. B. CABANISS 
DIES AT FORSYTH HOME 


Prominent in State and Nation- 
al Affairs—Funeral Serv- 
ices This Morning. 


Forsyth, Ga., 
Judge Thomas B. Cabaniss, one of the 
best-known men in the state, died at 
his home here at an early hour this 
morning. About a year ago Mr. Caba- 
niss resigned his judgeship of the city 
court of Forsyth on account of his 
health, so his death was not unexpéct- 
ed. He was 80 years of age. He was 
@ captain in the confederate army, and 
the local chapter of the Daughters of 
the Confederacy is named in his honor. 

Judge Cabaniss was the son of the 
lamented Elbridge Cabaniss, a promi- 
nent Georgia jurist, and had lived his 
entire life in Forsyth. He was a suec- 
Cessful attorney, and served this coun- 
ty in the legislature and this district 
in the state senate. Later he was elect- 
ed solicitor general of the Flint cir- 
cuit, which position he held until he 
awas elected to congress in 1893. After 
serving one term he was defeated for 
re-election by Judge C. L. Bartlett, of 
Macon. 

Judge Cabaniss was then appointed 
on a eommission to investigate Indian 
affairs, and spent several years in the 
west. Upon his return to Forsyth he 
formed a law partnership with Colonel 
B. S. Willingham, which firm continued 
until his election to the city court 
judgeship in 1911. 

_He -is survived by his wife, two 
daughters, Mrs. Lois Peebles and Miss 
Mae Cabaniss, of Forsyth: three broth- 
ers, H. H. Cabaniss, of Atlanta; E. G, 
Cabaniss, of Savannah, and Joseph Cab- 
aniss, of Macon.

W. N. Randle, athletic director at 
Tech, was given full power and au- 
thority to handlé Tech’s affairs in the 
then believed crisis. His efficient man- 
agement of the school’s affairs, his care- 
ful study and painstaking efforts made 
Tech’s move the very best thing that 
wns school could have done athleti- 
cally. 

Instead of being hurt by the with- 
drawal, under Mr. Randle’s guiding 
hand Tech’s action resulted in a boom- 
erang that has threatened and will 
eventually disrupt the association. 

Tech, through contracts drawn by 
Mr. Randle and the athletic director at 
Georgia and Auburn, had protected her- 
self as regards the first year men, 
reserving the right for herself to play 
first year men in these games, despite 
the ruling of the association that non- 
members had to prescribe to the’ asso- 
ciation rules in playing association 
members. 

This ruling was aimed directely at 
Tech, but Tech foresaw such a ruling 
and met it with her contracts. Geor- 
gia and Auburn could not afford to 
cancel the Tech games from a finan- 
cial standpoint alone, aside from the 
sporting end of the annual contest be- 
tween these two teams. Georgia and 
Auburn could not sign contracts with 
Tech giving her the privilege of play- 
ing one-year men, a direct. violation of 
the S. IT. A. A, rules, and remain mem- 
bers of the association. 

The result was the withdrawal of 
Georgia, shortly followed thereafter 
by Auburn, and it is believed that Van- 
derbilt, who once threatened to with- 
draw, and Sewanee, will shortly fol- 
low the lead of these three. 

New Associations Certain. 

What, therefore, will become of the 
S. I. A. A.? This is a most interesting 
uestion in the view of recent events. 

Tith Tech, Georgia and Auburn al- 
ready withdrawn, and Vanderbilt and 
Sewanee seeming certain to follow 
suit, five of the strongest members 
will no longer be parties to the asso- 


ciation and the other members are not | 


sufficiently strong to keep the organi- 
zation together, especially with the 
conflicting rules that would prohibit 
contests between the remaining mem- 
bers and the five insurgents. : 

The upshot of it all is that inde- 
pendent association will be formed. 
Just what will be their personnel is a 
matter of conjecture and guess.

The University of Mississippi, Ala- 
bama.

In what association the. University

‘Grant Field Will 


Seat 12,000 Fans 
With New Stands 


John W. Grant Authorizes 
Addition to Present Seat- 
ing Capacity, Making Field 
Biggest Stadium in South. 


The Tech athletic authorities made 
the announcement Saturday afternoon 
that plans are under way for additions 
to the new and handsome concrete 
grand stand at Grant field, and work 


will be commenced at once, with the 
hope of having the addition ready by 
the time the football season commences 
in September. 


About two years ago, a part of the 


as originally designed 
but this has not been 
found adequate for the large crowds 
that attend the football and baseball 
games at the field. 

The fact that Tech's prospects in 
football for the coming season are 
the best in the history of the institu- 
tion, it was believed the present time 
the most opportune for making the 
increase thought necessary. 

The enlargement of the 
stands will be the work that. will be 
rushed to completion at the present 
time, making the stand when completed 
400 by 75 feet, with a seating capacity 
of 5,000.

12,000 Seats in All. 

With this addition, the use of the 
wooden stands on the eastern side of 
the field, as used last season and pro- 
posed covered bleachers on the bank 
at the North avenue end of the field, 
the total seating capacity of Grant 
field will then total 12,000. 

This seating capacity will give Tech 
the largest stadium in the south, but 
there is ample room for as many more 
seats, and when the work i6 finally 
completed and the bowl similar to the 
one ‘at Yale is eventually surrounded 
bv tiers of seats there will be between 
30.000 and 40,000 seats at Tech field. 

It is planned to have the new stands 
ready for the big games in November. 
but in order that the turf of the foot- 
ball field may not be torn up during 
the playing season, the other work 
will not begin until December. 

This subsequent Works will include 
the building of new covered bleachers 
on the end of the field neat to North 
avenue, a new fence surrounding the 
entire field, a full quarter-mile cinder 
track and the removal of the center 
fence, which has separated the gee 
tice fields from the regular fields. 

In this one inclosure there will be 
two football fields, two baseball dia- 
monds, a quarter-mile track, six tennis 
courts and other accommodations for 
track and field sports.

Birmingham, Ala., August 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—If Briscoe Lord’s. struggling 
Chickasaws succeed in their efforts to 
nose out the Pels and capture a pen- 
nant this season it’s going to be mighty 
hard to convince Birmingham fandom 
that the Chick boss doesn’t owe his 
Success to a considerable degree to 
Manager Carleton Molesworth, of the 
Barons.

Foreign Exchange Still Depressed. 


e foreign exchange market was 
siote to to a to the arrival of aoe 
540,000 gold from England, also abou 
$30,000,000 in securities, with both ster- 
ling and franc exchange, also Italian 
money, at the lowest levels on. record 
after the gold shipments had arrived 
here. So heavy is the trade balance in 
favor of the United States that it is 
believed there . will ve to be much 
larger arrivals of gola here before rates 
will harden materially again. Since 
January 1, there has been a total of 
$145,383,000 gold imported into the 
United States. This is expected to be 
increased to nearly $250,000,000 by the 
end of the year, and possibly to a larger 
figure. Within an hour after the gold 
arrived in New York, demand sterling 
was at 4.74%, the low record for all 
time and %& below the previous day. 
The recovery from that figure since 
has been small when it is considered 
that in ordinary times, the arrival of 
$1,000,000 in gold would cause a brisk 
advance in exchange. In one way the 
gold shipment was a disappointment, 
as it is taken to mean that Great Brit- 
ain has abandoned any idea of estab- 
lishing a credit here. It had been 
hoped that such would be done as it 
would facilitate the sale of goods to 
Great Britain and her allies and would 
provide payments for the same, also 
strengthening the foreign exchange 
situation. Bxports are runnning at an 
increasing rate since July 1 over that 
of the latter part of the fiscal year, 
which ended June 30, and as a result 
the trade balance has grown consid- 


erably in the current fiscal year.

Outlook for Railways.

lowed on grain, live stock, packing- 
house products, and several other im- 
portant items. As the list allowed 
them includes very few rates on im- 
ortant items, excepting coal and hay 
or a few points, it is the consensus 
of opinion in financial and railroad 
circles that the railroads had virtually 
lost their case. 

The monthly report of the American 
Railway association for July showed a 
decrease of 11,393 idle cars during the 
month. On August 1, there were 264,- 
°43 idle cars in the United States and 
Canada. It is believed that the present 
total will dwindle to small figures 
when the heavy crop moving comes in 
the next few months, but it is not 
thought probable that there will be a 
serious shortage o* cars, such as has 
Leen witnessed in many years of bi 
harvests. However, manufacturers o 
cars are noting a better demand from 
the railroads and are looking for an 
increase in ordering of equipment by 
tne end of the year to a figure close to 
normal, after three years of light Duy- 
1g. Foreign inquiries for cars at pres- 
ent total about 30,000, os that until 
domestic orders pick up, such car manu- 
facturers as are not engaged in the 
manufacture of war goods will have 
something to keep them busy in this 
foreign buyinig. ; 

Earnings reports of railroads for the 
fiscal year to June 30, 1915, are mostly 
rather poor exhibitions, showing large 
losses of gross and moderate losses of 
net from the ap Ay om year. Nearly 
every report which has come to hand 
so far shows a big reduction in operat- 
ing and maintenance costs, items 
which will have to be made up for 
somewhat this fiscal year. 


War Orders Continue, 


A fresh batch® of war orders is placed 
in this country almost every day. Com- 
panies with almost any kind of steel- 
cutting or turning machinery are get- 
ting shell or cartridge orders, while 
buying of supplies for winter campaign 
has started. Estimates place the pend- 
ing inquiries for various materials and 
+10 gery for army use at in excess of 
$500,000,000, and that figure is said to 
be low. In spite of the huge amount 
of business still pending, there have 
been huge orders placed during the 
last two or three weeks. 

A plan is reported to be on foot 
whereby the United States will financ 
a new government in Mexico, the ined 
of which is still to be decided upon. 
Leading bankers will advance 
money if guaranteed as to its safety 
by the United States government. 


Seaboard Air Line Financing. 


The Seaboard Air Line has sold $22,- 
893,000 6 per cent bonds with which to 
provide for needs during the next year 
or so. The road is to consolidate with 
the Carolina, Atlantic and Western 
railway under the name of the Sea- 
board Air Line Railway company. The 
bonds just sold are part of a new $300,- 
000,000 mortgage of the new company. 
The road is a big gainer through the 
consolidation, principally because the 
Old Seaboard Air Line only had one 
first-class bond to sell, and that was 
limited to 4 per cent, and so could not 
find a ready market. By the consoli- 
dation the new mortgage was possible. 

Large orders for woolen blankets, 
cloth for uniforms, hosiery and under- 
wear for use of the allies in winter 
campaigns have been placed in this 
country already in order that they may 
be finished and the goods shipped and 
on hand long before they. are needed. 
Last year buying of heavy materials 
did not start until the time when they 
were first needed, and for a time there 
was a big shortage of warm clothing 
for the soldiers. The allies are not 
running any risks of such shortage this 
year. 

_An interesting thing has been occur- 
ring in the stock market in recent 
months in the advance of Bethlehem 
Steel preferred to above 150. The stock 
pays 7 per cent annual dividends, but 
is scarcely worth the latest high prices 
as a 7 per cent stock, so that the ad- 
vance is evidently due to a persistent 
belief that the preferred will in some 
manner share with the common in the 
possible distribution of war profits. 
However, there is no way that the pre- 
ferred can so share, as it is limited to 
its 7 per cent a year. 

The price of. sugar at wholesale, both 
raw and refined, is advancing again 
upon reports that huge purchases have 
been made for the armies of Europe. 
At the moment most of the old crop 
Sugar has been used, and it is too 
early to start figuring on new supplies, 
So that it has been easy for speculative 
interests to advance prices. ~ 


Unfilled Steel Tonnage. 


The unfilled tonnage of the United 
States Steel corporation for July show'- 
ed an increase of 250,344 tons of orders 
on the books, July 31, as compared 
with June 30. In view of the fact that 
the: operations were at the largest to- 
tal tonnage on records for the month 
this increase shows just how strong 
the steel situation is. Ina month like 
January, when operations were at a 
low ebb, the amount of orders placed 
last month would have resulted in an 
increase above 800,000 tons. On July 31 
there were 4,928,540 tons of unfilled busi- 
ness on the company’s books, the 
largest total shown in any month since 
February, 1914. On July 31, 1914, the 
unfilled tonnage stood at 4,158,859 tons, 
So that the Steel corporation has gain- 
ed almost 800,000 tons, even durin a 
year of war, in unfilled business, By 
sides operating at present about 20 
per cent higher than at this time last 
year. 

The steel market continues to gain 
in Strength, with further advance in 
prices reported from several quarters 
during the past week, and with large 
new orders coming in daily, with ex- 
port demand leadin& domestic buying.

FEDERAL REPORT 
COTTON TAKINGS 


Notwithstanding European 
War, World’s Takings of 
American Cotton 634,508 
Less Than Last Season. 


Washington, August 14.—Increased 
manufacture of cotton in the south, 
the heavy use of linters and gps 
normal cotton exports, which it wa 
thought would be greatly reduced this 
year by the war, were the features of 
the yearly cotton consumption and dis- 
tribution report issued today by the 
census bureau. 

Cotton growing states used 3,026,861 
bales during the year, an increase of 
69,335 bales over the previous year, 
while all other states used 2,571,937 
bales, a decrease of 96,615 bales. Linters 
used largely in the manufacture Q 
war munitions, showed an increased 
consumption of 94,714 bales, the total 
being 403,389 bales. 

Exports were only 607,228 bales less 
than in 1914, despite the foreign sit- 
uation. Of the 8,543,573 bales sent 
abroad, the United Kingdom took 3;771,- 
646 bales, an increase of 315,801 bales 
over 1914. Germany is credited with 
having received 242,661 bales against 
2,785,963 last year, while Italy’s tak- 
ings doubled to 1,109,514 bales. France 
took 682,630 bales, or 403,897 less than 
last year. Exports to aH other coun- 
tries aggregated double those of last 
year, with 2,737,095 bales. 

The world’s production of commercial 
cotton, exclusive of linters, grown in 
1914, is placed by the census bureau 
at 22,255,000 bales of 500 pounds net. 

Spindles operated during July num- 
bered 31,194,029 against 30,676,835 a 
year ago, : 

Efforts are being made by the cen- 
sus bureau to determine how much cot- 
ton is being used in the manufacture 
of explosives. 

Director Rogers, in a formal state- 
ment today, explained that numerous 
requests have been received for esti- 
mates. The bureau finds it difficult 
to get exact information, as much of 
the cotton used in explosives is first 
purified by establishments not connect- 
ed with explosive plants. 

July Cotton Takings. 

Cotton consumed during July was 
498,476 bales of lint and 48,864 of lint- 
ers, against 448,333 and 23,486 in July 
last year. 

Cotton on hand July 31 in consuming 
establishments was 1,401,484 bales of 
lint and 192,873 of linters, against 905,- 
762 and 84,218 last vear, and in public 
storage and at compresses 1,784,812 
bales of lint and 89.401 of linters, 
against 425,102 and 32,366 last year. 

Exports during July were 243,522 
bales of lint and 14,364 of linters 
against 126,211 and 8,644 last year and 
for the twelve months 8,543,573 bales 
of lint and 219,111 of linters, against 
9,150,801 and 259,881 the previous year. 

Imports were 35,667 bales against 
23,790 in July last year and for the 
twelve months 382,287 bales against 
260,988 the previous year. Foreign cot- 
ton consumed in July was 21,641 bales, 
on hand July 31 in consuming estab- 
lishments 108,872 bales and in public 
storage 35,987 bales. 


PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, August 14.—(Special.)—De- 
spite the increase in the consumption in 
this country during July, as compared with 
last season of 50,000 bales of cotton and 
24,000 bales of linters the market declined 
under the discussion in England of declar- 
ing cotton contraband of war. From now 
on the supply of cotton, due to a smaller 
crop in America, Egypt and a reduced 
acreage in India will decrease, as compared 
with last season. This process will con- 
tinue each day because more men are em- 
ployed outside of Europe than a year ago, 
while the demand for cotton for munitions 
of war will continue at least on the pres- 
ent scale. Meanwhile the trade expects that 
the southern planter will rush his cotton 
for sale, causing a depression in prices. 
The spinner expects it. About 600,000 more 
spindles were working on July 3list than 
last season in this country.

‘WEEKLY REVIEW OF 
COTTON GOODS MARKET 


New York, August 14.—Cotton goods mar- 
kets are holding moderately steady with 
trade spotty. Sheetings, drills, print cloths 
and plain convertibles are being bought tn 
limited cuuntities at low prices and princi- 
pally for nearby delivery to fill well-under- 
stood requirements. Fine and fancy guocds 
are being ordered for the new season in 
small lots generally, buyers being restricted 
by the rules of merchandise men and finan- 
cial heads of houses who are adverse to 
making long future committments ia norm- 
al quantities. Bleached goods are fairly 
steady in the finer qualities but competition 
for business is sharp on the lower-priced 
lines. Ginghams are slow. Prints are being 
bought in an irregular way in staple lines, 
while the fine fancy lines are being ordered 
with care. There is a steady miscellane- 
ous business being done with Latin-Ameri- 
can countries and exports of duck continue 
in unusual volume. Some further inquiry 
is noted for bag goods and for thin cloths 
for bandage purposes. Dyestuffs shortage 
is causing a restriction of orders in several 
directions and large colored goods mills are 
curtailing. Although trade is not develop- 
ing up to expectations there is a great deal 
of optimism in many places, the belief hold- 
ing that the large crops, cheap money, and 
full employment in steel centers will finally 
bring forward a good fall distribution. Quo- 
tations are irregular, as follows: Print 
cloths, 28-inch, 64x64s, 3%; 64x60s, 3; 38%- 
inch, 64x64s, 4; brown sheetings, southern 
standards, 6; denims, 9-ouncb, 14; tickings, 
8-ounce, 1144; standard prints, 5%; staple 
ginghams, 6%; dress ginghams, 9%.

The government reports 
of condition indicate a total wheat 
crop for 1915 of 966,000,000 bushels, 
with a 1,000,000,000-bushel crop a pos- 
sibility. The crop in 1914 was under 
900,000,000 bushels. The corn crop out- 
look is for 2,918,000,000 bushels, with 
3,000,000,000 possible, the former fig- 
ure being 245,000,000 bushels larger 
than the actual yield last year.

Other crops, with one or two excep- 
tions, are estimated as larger than 
last year, the most notable increase

NEW YORK ASSUMES 


-WORLD LEADERSH 


In One Single Day This 
Week Metropolis’. Excess 
of Exports Over Imports 
Eight Million Dollars. 


New York, August 14.—(Special.)— 
From Wall street’s viewpoint this has 
been a week of sensational develop- 
ments, one dovetailing into the other. 
Before the week had hardly started 
sterling exchange touched the lowest 
‘price in over forty years, or since 
1873. To the average man speculating 
-in the “war brides” that announce- 
‘ment. was dry and uninteresting; to 
the initiated it simply forecasted the 
spectacular arrival within two days of 
over $50,000,000 worth of gold and 
| securities from London in battle 
‘cruiser, accompanied by a flotilla of 
i torpedo boat destroyers. The arrival 
| of that record-breaking cargo of treas- 
‘ure was followed by the favorable de- 


; cision of the interstate commerce ¢com- | 
' rate | 


mission in the western freight 
case. Then came the unexpected but 
perfectly natural collapse in Crucible 
| Steel*and a number of other “war or- 
der” stocks. 

Because of the time consumed in get- 
ting together a technical staff, in buy- 
ing and installing new machinery, and 
in making experiments and tests, it 
was believed only a few weeks ago by 
those best informed that heavy ship- 
ments of war supplies to the _ allies 
would not begin until September 1. 
England, however, sent over a special 
representative to speed up our manu- 
facturers of guns, cartridges and 
shrapnel, with the result that one day 
this week the excess of exports over 
imports from New York amounted to 
$8,000,000. 

In normal times imports at New 
York always exceed exports. Because 
of the unprecedented shipments of war 
oe agin nee’ from New York alone 

re now exceeding imports by from 
$20,000,000 to $25,000,000 a week, or 
$100,000,000 a month, or $1,000,000,000 
a year. That, keep in mind, is from 
New York alone. 

Expressed in another way, over 
night, New York has succeeded London 
as the world’s principal financial cen- 
ter. That sounds like a case of mak- 
ing the eagle shriek: nevertheless, it 
is the plain, simple, unvarnished truth. 
The foregoing figures are taken from 
the government trade reports. 


How Will Allies Pay Us? 


Under normal conditions Europe 
always sent goods here to pay for its 
purchases, leaving a balance at the 
.end of the year in her favor; now, how- 
ever, we are not only buying practi- 
cally nothing abroad, but we are ship- 
ping hundreds of millions of war sup- 
plies to England, Russia, France and 
Italy. The tide has turned in our favor 
to such an extent that the countries 
named are facing a grave financial 
problem.
